Influenza O utbreak 
Could H ark Back 
To 1 91 8 Pandemic 
Rail Amendment Revived 


ATLANTA (AP) - The National 
Center for D isease 
Control has 
reported an outbreak of influenza in 
humans sim ilar to a virus found in 
swine — and recalling the flu of a half- 
century ago that killed 500,000 Amer­ 
icans and 20 million persons world­ 
wide. 


A CDC spokesman said Thursday 
there is no immediate cause for alarm 
and that any m ajor outbreaks of the 
disease could be controlled by modem 
vaccines. But, he said, precautionary 
ste p s are being taken , including 
consultation with the World Health 
Organization.

Dix, 
N .J., said Dr. H. Bruce Dull, assistant 
director for program s for the CDC.

Another CDC sp ok esm an , Don 
Berreth, said scientists were unable to 
segregate flu viruses until the 1930s, so

But he said many persons bom in the 
period 1918-1930 have antibodies in 
their blood sim ilar to the flu virus 
found in swine, leading some scientists 
to believe that a swine-type flu was 
involved in 1918. 


"There is no way to be sure whether 
the swine-type virus was associated 
with that,” Dull said.

Whether that is 
simply a curiosity or significant we 
don’t know.” 


The agency has asked state and 
military officials in New Jersey and 
elsewhere to evaluate all flu outbreaks 
in light of the developments at Ft.

Ford Takes Verbal Sw ings 


KEENE, N.H. (AP) - Escalating 
his new bare-knuckles campaign, 
ITesident Ford is accusing challenger 
Ronald Reagan of advocating “back­ 
door socialism” and ducking fights he 
may not win. 


Ford on Thursday began his final 
campaign swing through New Hamp­ 
shire, where voters cast their ballots in 
the nation’s first presidential primary 
of the year next Tuesday. 


Ford was to travel to Dover, N.H., 
today for a speech repeating his plans 
for overhauling the nation's in­ 
telligence agencies. 
In Keene, Ford said Reagan had 
proposed investing part of the Social 
Security trust fund in the stock 
market. Fielding questions at a 
“public forum” in a steamy high 
school gymnasium, Ford declared: 
“That's the best blueprint for back­ 
door socialism I’ve ever seen.” 
But Reagan aides say the former 
California governor does not advocate 
investing Social Security funds They 
say Reagan merely noted that some 
eonomists, whom he did not identify, 
have suggested the funds could be 
“ invested in the industrial might of 
America.” 
Ford told the gym crowd that 
Reagan is trying lo capitalize on ideas 
that are “easy to say" but more dif­ 
ficult to translate into action 
For example, Fwd declared, ‘it's 
easy to say we ought to cut $90 billion

NEW YORK (AP) - Ma Bell to o k 
care o f her v ast bro o d this week, 
nearly 3 millio n o f them, all o f who m 
will be paid 10 cents a share mo re than 
they receiv ed in their quarterly al­ 
lo wances a y ear ago . 
That might no t seem like much, 
co nsidering what inflatio n has do ne to 
the v alue o f a dime, but it amo unts to 
40 cents a y ear o n 58 2,023,8 6 6 shares 
o utstanding, o r a to tal increase o f 
$232.8 millio n a y ear to a to tal o f mo re 
than $2 billio n. 
The anno uncement Wednesday by 
American Telepho ne & Telegraph Co ., 
as the wo rld's largest public utility is 
fo rmally kno wn, was a surprise to 
much o f the sto ck market. It is likely to 
be a spur as well. 
It must be no ted that the amo unt is o f 
far greater significance than the mere 
distributio n o f millio ns o f do llars, 
impo rtant as ev ery o ne o f tho se do llars 
is to ev ery o ne o f us. 
Likely to hav e ev en greater impact 
is the ratio nalizatio n fo r raising the 
div idend in these uneasy eco no mic 
times. 
This increase, pay able April 1 to 
tho se ho lding shares o n March 2, isn’t 
the bo unty o f a highly successful past 
y ear. The y ear 1974 was disappo inting; 
net inco me fell to $3.15 a share fro m 
$3.17 in 1973. 
Instead, said J o hn deButts, chair­ 
man, this div idend increase was the 
ex pressio n o f “ the directo rs’ co n­ 
fidence in the eco no my ’s reco v ery and 
in o ur business pro spects.” 
Co nfidence o f that so rt is bo und to be 
co ntagio us, spreading thro ugh a 
netwo rk o f 1 millio n emplo y es, nearly 3 
millio n AT&T shareho lders and a 


go o dly percentage o f the natio n’s o v er­ 
all to tal o f mo re than 25 millio n 
shareho lders. 
If y o u want to co ntinue the numbers 
game ad infinitum, y o u might wo nder 
also if AT&T’s custo mers, which in­ 
cludes mo st families and businesses, 
wo n’t also co nclude that pressures fo r 
rate increases might subside. 


As y o u might ex pect, the sto ck 
market immeditely reflected AT&T’s 
o ptimism. The market liv es in the 
future, and it no urishes itself o n 
statements such as that by deButts. 
AT&T shares ro se 75 cents to clo se 
the day at $56 .8 7, their highest price in 
mo re than six y ears. The market as a 
who le ro se to o , after hav ing lo st 
gro und fo r three straight trading day s. 
Ex pressio ns o f co nfidence, whether 
by the President o f the United States o r 
the chairman o f AT&T, do no t o f 
themselv es make an eco no my mo v e. 
The basics must be there to be acted 
upo n. 


So o ften, ho wev er, many o f the 
basics hav e been present and the 
eco no my 
has perfo rmed 
po o rly 
because, it is alleged, the participants 
in the eco no my didn’t believ e in them­ 
selv es, didn’t believ e in each o ther.

That is just what AT&T did in raising 
its div idend by abo ut do uble what the 
fo recasts aro und Wall Street had 
estimated, by a dime instead o f a 
nickel.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A go v ern­ 
ment agency say s it will try to find o ut 
why the co st o f parts used in repairing 
auto mo biles is rising faster than the 
co st o f the cars themselv es. 
Auto insurance co mpanies hav e 
cited the higher prices fo r repair parts 
as a key facto r in increased auto in­ 
surance rates. 
The co st o f repair parts has also 
affected 
car 
o wners 
try ing 
to 
eco no mize by repairing their cars 
rather than buy ing new o nes. But 
figures by the go v ernment’s in­ 
v estigating agency sho wed that these 
replacement parts aren’t increasing in 
price as fast as they were. 
The inv estigatio n was launched 
Wednesday by the Co uncil o n Wage 
and Price Stability , which has the task 
o f mo nito ring inflatio n and the reaso n 
fo r price increases. 
The co uncil said the inv estigatio n 
will fo cus o n prices fo r crash parts, 
such as fenders, ho o ds, trunk lids, 
do o rs and bumpers. The inv estigatio n 
will no t co ncentrate as clo sely o n 
maintenance parts such as mufflers, 
engine parts and sho ck abso rbers, but 
such parts w ill be included in the in­ 
v estigatio n. 
The co uncil said it will o btain 
demand and co st info rmatio n fro m the 
fo ur majo r do mestic car manufac­ 
turers and fro m selected independent 
parts suppliers. 
The co uncil said the who lesale price 
o f cars as measured in the go v ern­ 
ment’s Who lesale Price Index climbed 
12.9 per cent in 1974 and 6 per cent last 
y ear. By co ntrast, the prices o f auto 
parts ro se 23.8 per cent in 1974 and 9 .9 
per cent last y ear.

Likely to have even greater impact 
is the rationalization for raising the 
dividend in these uneasy economic 
times. 
This increase, payable April I to 
those holding shares on March 2, isn’t 
the bounty of a highly successful past 
year. The year 1974 was disappointing; 
net income fell to $3.15 a share from 
$3.17 in 1973. 
Instead, said John deButts. chair­ 
man, this dividend increase was the 
expression of “the directors’ con­ 
fidence in the economy’s recovery and 
in our business prospects.” 
Confidence of that sort is bound to be 
contagious, spreading through a 
network of I million employes, nearly 3 
million AT&T shareholders and a 


goodly percentage of the nation’s over­ 
all total of more than 25 million 
shareholders 
If you want to continue the numbers 
game ad infinitum, you might wonder 
also if AT&T’s customers, which in­ 
cludes most families and businesses, 
won’t also conclude that pressures for 
rate increases might subside.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A govern­ 
ment agency says it will try to find out 
why the cost of parts used in repairing 
automobiles is rising faster than the 
cost of the cars themselves. 
Auto insurance companies have 
cited the higher prices for repair parts 
as a key factor in increased auto in­ 
surance rates. 
The cost of repair parts has also 
affected 
car 
owners 
trying 
to 
economize by repairing llieir cars 
rather than buying nevi ones. But 
figures by the government’s in­ 
vestigating agency showed that these 
replacement parts aren’t increasing in 
price as fast as they were. 
The investigation was launched 
Wednesday by the Council on Wage 
and Price Stability, which has the task 
(rf monitoring inflation and the reason 
for price increases. 
The council said the investigation 
will focus on prices for crash parts, 
such as fenders, hoods, trunk lids, 
doors and bumpers. The investigation 
will not concentrate as closely on 
maintenance parts such as mufflers, 
engine parts and shock absorbers, but 
such parts will be included in the in­ 
vestigation. 
The council said it will obtain 
demand and cost information from the 
four major domestic car manufac­ 
turers and from selected independent 
parts suppliers. 
The council said the wholesale price 
of cars as measured in the govern­ 
ment’s Wholesale Price Index climbed 
12.9 per cent in 1974 and 6 per cent last 
year. By contrast, the prices of auto 
parts rose 23.8 per cent in 1974 and 9.9 
per cent last year.

Almost invariably, the first thought 
that occurs to people when “cirrhosis’’ 
is mentioned is its association with 
chronic alcoholism.

For chronic 
alcoholism is undoubtedly the most 
frequent cause of severe cirrhosis of 
the liver. 
Yet, there are other reasons for this 
condition. The changes in the liver that 
impair its function may also be caused 
by infection, viral hepatitis, severe 
malnutrition and other factors. 
It is not well known that chronic 
heart failure, for example, may also 
produce cirrhosis. 
Some hereditary birth defects and 
metabolic disorders, too, can be 
responsible. 
It is now possible to perform what is 
known as "liver profile studies.” 
These chemical tests give a total 
portrait of the condition of the liver 
and its function. 
There is no need to share specific 
terms with friends or neighbors. Then, 
those who have no understanding of 
the true nature of a condition will not 
stigmatize the patient afflicted with it.

The President has already signed 
legislation authorizing the formation 
of ConRail from the Penn Central and 
portions of six other regional lines The 
appropriations legislation provides 
funding for the changes. 
In passing the joint resolution the 
House added $110 million to the $1,922 
billion the Appropriations Committee 
had approved, Rep John McFaU, D- 
Calif ., who sponsored the amendment 
adding the extra funds, said the larger 
total was needed because ConRail will 
operate on more trackage than 
originally planned. 
The House agreed on a voice vote to 
go along with the extra appropriation. 
The vote to pass the bill was 298 to 95] 
Properties from the seven railroads 
are due to be transferred to ConRail by 
March 31. 
Even with the increase the approved 
sum is about $75 million less than the 
budget request.

Great Rivers O f Europe Seriously Polluted 
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Social Security 


HOME (A P) — Except for the Tiber 
In Home and the Thames in I/)ndon, 
the great rivers of Europe remain se­ 
riously polluted in spite of programs — 
some still on paper — to bring them 
back to life. 
Italian officials say that in a short 
while the Tiber will be as clean as it 
was in the time of Julius Caesar. 
Fishermen are back on the banks of 
the Thames again and eating the fish 
they catch. 
But the only likely catch in the Seine 
in Paris, the Danube in Vienna and the 
Hhine in Cologne is a case of food 
poisoning. 
All European countries have vowed 
to fight pollution in their rivers, but in 
most cases programs have remained 
on paper and life in the waterways has 
died, an Associated Press survey 
discloses. 
The damage ranges from the few, 
inedible fish that fishermen pull out of 
the Seine to the gradual destruction of 
the spawning grounds of the caviar- 
bearingBeluga sturgeon in the nor­ 
thern Caspian Sea as a result of 
pollution from the Volga and Ural 
rivers. 
The British were the first to launch a 
serious ecological drive and now boast 
that their rivers are the cleanest in Eu­ 
rope. The Italians are now following 
the trend, mainly in Rome. 
Two of four treatment plants in­ 
stalled in Rome’s Tiber River have 
been in operation for the past couple of 
years, and the results have become 
evident as the river runs to the sea. 
The plants receive raw sewage and 
release clean water, leaving the waste 
and mud trapped inside. The leavings 
are burned and the energy they 
produce is used to keep the plants 
going. What is left after this procedure 
becomes fertilizer at low cost. The two 
other plants are expected to start 
functioning later this year, and Rome 
authorities say the Tiber will change 
from sickly brown to blue — as in the 
days of the Roman emperors. 
In the rest of Italy, however, the 
results have not been so encouraging. 
Judges have been enforcing a law for 
the installation of treatment plants in 
city sewers and industries, but in Turin 


and other major cities along the Po, 
Italy’s longest river, there still are 
practically no fish. 
Ijondon authorities say about 70 
species of fish have returned to the 
Thames. Fishing fleets are again 
working the estuary, and thousands of 
ducks and birds, some unseen in the 
area since the turn of the century, 
winter along the river. A decade ago, 
the Thames was so polluted that only 
eels could survive in it. 


The change has cost 
British 
authorities nearly half a billion dollars 
over the past 15 years to modernize 
sewage plants, build reservoirs and 
install a computer to monitor the 
quality of the water. Today, foreign 
visitors make a point of visiting the 
sewage plants at Mogden. 
Five new boats carry out to sea more 
than 20,000 tons daily of sewage 
treatment residue that in the past 
would have ended up in the river. As a 
result, no raw sewage enters the 
Thames at any spot along its 210-mile 
length. 
Over the past century, the Volga in 
the Soviet Union has been gradually 
transformed from a sparkling stream, 
rich in fish and plant life, to a murky, 
near-lifeless channel carrying raw 
sewage, oil sludge, toxic chemicals 
and other waste. 


The once-plentiful fishing and caviar 
industries on the Caspian have been 
crippled by the effluent. Iran is 
reaping the greater share of the 
Caspian caviar industry as sturgeon 
spawn in the cleaner sea to the south. 
Only in recent years have Soviet 
authorities come to face the problems 
of pollution brought about by in­ 
dustrialization. In March 1972, a mas­ 
sive clean-up campaign for the 
country’s two major waterways, the 
Volga and the Ural, was disclosed.

Money problems, internal politics 
and old-fashioned nationalism have 
been hindering efforts to clean-up the 
Rhine, which flows through four coun­ 
tries — West Germany, France, 
Switzerland and The Netherlands A 
specially appointed agency to coor­ 
dinate action has been working for four 
years on a convention to regulate the 
river’s two major sources of pollution 
— salt from French potash mines and 
chemicals from West Germany’s in­ 
dustrial giants — but so far has 
achieved nothing. 
The four countries had decided to 
split costs for the storage of French 
salt pollutants, with the Dutch footing 
34 per cent of the bill, France and West 
Germany 30 per cent each and the 
Swiss 6 per cent. Agreement stalled, 
however, after the French predicted 
the bill would be $200 million, IO times 
the original estimate. 
Cutting through an area of 30 million 
people, the Rhine is not only a major 
transport artery with heavy barge 
traffic but also the main source of 
drinking water and sewage disposal 
for the cities along its banks 
The river is often referred to as 
Europe's largest open sewer.

structure, with pollution control in 
state rather than national hands, has 
complicated decision-making. 
The Netherlands, however, has 
accused West Germany of ducking a 
confrontation with corporations on 
costly pollution controls because the 
industry is heavily burdened by 
business recession, and by Swiss and 
French competition. 
The French, however, have found it 
profitable to take the problem off the 
hands of the central government in 
Paris. They have split their territory 
into six regions for water devel­ 
opment, allocating $400 million for 
1969-1976. 
As a result, more treatment plants 
have been built in the country over the 
past five years than existed before, 
and authorities claim they have 
stopped the pollution growth. 
The Seine has critical pollution 
points at Paris and in the industrial 
area of Rouen, where its waters 
practically “die” and no fish is edible. 
The Seine board, however, has 
budgeted 500 million francs ($113 
million) over the next three years to 
give the river another cleansing 
The mighty Danube collects the 
problems of all the seven countries it 
touches. With 40 million people living 
along its banks, its woes range from 
the nuclear power plants that use its 
waters to cool reactors with resulting 
increases in the river’s temperature, 


to industrial plants at Kelheim, in West 
Germany, and sugarbeet factories at 
the border between Czechoslovakia 
and Austria. 
With the exception of three treat­ 
ment plants being installed in Austria, 
at Linz, Krems and Vienna, there has 
been little action to keep the river 
alive. 
Other threats to the Danube's life 
include the harvesting of about 140,000 
tons of reeds in a single year in the 
delta area and the shooting by hunters 
of 50,000 fish-eating birds. 
The number of birds in this one-time 
sanctuary has dropped from four 
million to just 700,000 in the last few 
years.

The exemption would apply to the 
19.000 Old Order Amish in 19 states, 
5.000 Old Order Mennonites and 
smaller groups such as the Hutterites 
and the Exclusives.

McCarthy

brought his presidential hopes here 
today, and quickly challenged the 
Republican and Democratic parties to 
reorder the nation s priorities. 
McCarthy, who on Jan 
12. 1975 
announced his independent candidacy 
for the presidency, said in a speech 
prepared for the City Club here that 
more and more people seem to be 
finding fault with the two major 
parties. 


The former senator launched his 
Ohio campaign Thursday in Akron. He 
said he also intends to get on the ballot 
in Oklahoma, Missouri, Pennsylvania 
and Maryland 
Referring to Congressional attempts 
to create public work jobs. McCarthy 
said it is unrealistic to pretend that the 
unemployment problem will be solved 
with a relief program for 500,000 to 
600.000 persons 


“ The only way you're going to ab­ 
sorb five to su million of those who are 
out of work now is to absorb them into 
the existing work force, w hich means a 
reduction in working tune of the

Churches Move To Aid Guatemala 


NEW YORK 
IA P) — Steadily, 
centrated on immediate needs, tent 
quietly, apart from the headlines, the 
manifold relief forces of American 
churches moved into Guatemala.

Student Discipline 
G uidelines Pass 
O hio Senate V o te 


legislation giving the “ due process 
of law: to public school students who 
face suspension or expulsion and 
giving protection to school ad ­ 
ministrators,” overwhelmingly passed 
the Ohio Senate Tuesday. 
State Senator Oakley C. Collins, (R-

States Supreme Court decision in the 
Goss vs. Iopez case, because it did not

safeguards for students threatened 
with suspension. The law was in 
violation of the Due Process Clause of 
the 14th Amendment of the Con­ 
stitution. 
“ If approved by the Governor, 
Ohio's statute will now conform with 
the federal decision,” stated Senator 
Collins. “ The passage of this bill will 
set up proper guidelines to protect 
schools from unwarranted lawsuits 
and 
will provide students with 
protection 
under 
due 
Process of 
law'.” 
The legislation will require: school 
administrators to send a 
written 
notification of suspension or expulsion 
to the student and his parents; a for­ 
mal hearing with the student, parents 
and administrators; and will allow for 
the appeal of the removal or suspen­ 
sion orders. 
“ This is a fair and equitable bill," 
said Collins. “ Each side must know the 
ground rules. The students, parents 
and school administrators will all be 
protected. Teachers will be given the 
authority to remove a student causing 
disruption in the classroom. And, the 
schools will not have to fear litigation 
in the courts.”

Student Discipline 
G uidelines Pass 
O hio Senate V o te 


legislation giving the “due process 
of law: to public school students who 
face suspension or expulsion and 
giving protection to school ad­ 
ministrators." overwhelmingly passed 
the Ohio Senate Tuesday. 
State Senator Oakley C. Collins. (R- 
Ironton), 
explained 
that 
Ohio 
currently has no guidelines dealing 
with student discipline in the schools. 
Ohio’s 
law 
was 
declared 
un­ 
constitutional following the 1975 United 
States Supreme Court decision in the 
Goss vs. lapel case, because it did not 
provide 
adequate 
procedural 
safeguards for .students threatened 
with suspension. The law was in 
violation of the Due Process Clause of 
the 14th Amendment of the Con­ 
stitution. 
“ If approved by the Governor, 
Ohio’s statute will now conform with 
the federal decision,’’ stated Senator 
Collins. “The passage of this bill will 
set up proper guidelines to protect 
schools from unwarranted lawsuits 
and will provide students with 
protection under 
due lYocess of 
law'.” 
The legislation will require; school 
administrators to send a 
written 
notification of suspension or expulsion 
to the student and his parents; a for­ 
mal hearing with the student, parents 
and administrators; and will allow for 
the appeal of the removal or suspen­ 
sion orders. 
“This is a fair and equitable bill,” 
said Collins. “Each side mast know the 
ground rules. The students, parents 
and school administrators will all be 
protected Teachers will be given the 
authority to remove a student causing 
disruption in the classroom And. the 
schools will not have to fear litigation 
in the courts."

The Pickaway-Ross Joint Vocational 
Board of Education met in regular 
session Thursday night and approved a 
negotiated 
agreement 
with 
the 
teachers’ organization. Under the 
provisions of the new agreement, the 
starting salary for the first year 
teacher holding a bachelor’s degree 
increases from the present figure of 
$7,704 to $8,243. The top salary for a 12- 
year teacher with a master’s degree 
moved from $12,010 to $13,205. 
Also agreed upon by the teachers’ 
organization and the board was an 
increase in the maximum allowable 
accumulation of sick days from 120 to 
135. The board then agreed to pay 50 
per cent of the cost of the family 
premium for Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield coverage. The rate of reim­ 
bursement for travel on school 
business was increased from 12 cents 
to 14 cents per mile. 
At the beginning of the meeting, a 


short public hearing was held with 
some parents and students who voiced 
comments on the school’s early 
placement policy and also on the policy 
of closing during bad weather. Both 
policies are presently under review. 
The board noted that a problem does 
exist in closing due to bad weather 
because of the vast territory served by 
the vocational center and the dif­ 
ferences in weather conditions over 
that wide area. 
Board member Bonnie Hildenbrand 
was appointed to the board’s com­ 
mittee on policies. 
The board discussed but did not 
adopt the school calendar for the 1976- 
77 school year. A discussion was also 
held on the possibility of a summer 
program at the vocational center. 
Approval was given for the adult 
education courses and instructors. 
Authorization was given for a student 
memory book to be published if in­ 


terest is strong enough. The memory 
book publication would be an approved 
student activity. 
The board acted to purchase 
uniforms for students in the junior food 
service program. 
Ray Pack, coordinator of guidance, 
reported to the board that final 
registration figures are not yet 
available due to the extension of the 
registration period.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Rights of 
individual privacy may be more im­ 
portant to newspaper publishers in the 
future than libel laws have been in the 
past, an attorney for the Gannett 
Newspaper chain predicts. 


Douglas McCorkindale, general 
counsel for Gannett in Rochester, 
N.Y., said Thursday that some 
legislatures are now 
focusing on 
closing doors in the area of individual 
privacy while opening doors on 
meetings of public bodies. 


McCorkindale addressed the first 
general session at the Ohio Newspaper 
Association's 43rd annual convention. 


Confrontations between newspapers 
and the courts, he said, are now 
becoming daily or weekly where they 
used to be yearly. 


In the Gannett organization alone, he 
said, the number of law suits related to 
newsroom work has doubled in the 
past five years. 


McCorkindale said a decade ago 
legal actions against newspapers 
mainly involved leading citizens but in 
recent 
months 
have 
involved 
palmreaders, prostitutes and con­ 
victed drug and traffic violators. 
William E. Branen, president of the 
National Newspaper Association, 
suggested to the editors and publishers 
that Congress take back the postal 
service. He discussed recent postal 
rate increases for publications and 
said such actions “ will end up kicking 
both the postal service and those of us 
in second class right smack in the face.

WASHINGTON (A l’ i - fa irly 
stable food prices for the next few 
months and a further drop in unem­ 
ployment are among the latest op­ 
timistic predictions for the economy 
by the Ford administration. 
Administration economists also 
expressed confidence that the January 
consumer price report today will show 
that inflation is continuing the slower 
pace of recent months. 
Consumer prices increased five- 
tenths of 1 per cent during December, 
and the administration has indicated it 
would be satisifed with a similar in­ 
crease for January. 
Wholesale prices have not increased 
at all during the past three-month 
period. 
Consumer prices rose during the 
final three-months of 1975 at an annual 
rate of 7.6 per cent, down from an 11 
per cent rate a year earlier, and the 
administration is hopeful that the over­ 
all price rise during 1976 will be less 
than 6 per cent. 
The Agriculture Department said 
Thursday that food prices should 
remain virtually stable until mid-year, 
at least. It said the retail price of 
foodstuffs should increase no more 
than 1 per cent during each of the first 
two quarters of the year. 
Some encouraging news for the 7.3 
million Americans who cannot find 
work came from Chairman Alan 
Greenspan of the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers. Greenspan said 
the job lay-off rate remains favorable 
and should be reflected in further 
declines in the nation’s unemployment 
rate in months ahead. Unemployment 
was 7.8 per cent in January, down from 
8.3 per cent in December. 
But there also were some warnings 
that things could get worse in the 
economy later in the year unless care 
is taken. 
The Agriculture Department said it 
is unable to predict the course of food 
prices after midyear because it cannot 
be sure about 1976 crop harvests. 
A serious drought in the Great Plains 
farmlands may damage the winter 
wheat harvest, and the 1976 soybean 
and com crops have not been planted 
yet. 


An inflation warning also was 
sounded by Chairman Arthur Bums of 
the Federal Reserve Board. He said 
any big increase in 1976 wage settle­ 
ments, above the increases granted in 
1975, could touch off a “ new explosion” 
of wages, costs and prices. 


Bums told the Joint Economic 
Committee that the first-year wage 
and benefit increase in 1975 contracts 
averaged around 11 per cent. 


Meanwhile,

Commerce 
Department said the economy’s 
performance in the last quarter of 1975 
was not quite as good as it had 
reported in a preliminary assessment, 
although the change was not con­ 
sidered significant enough to be a 
cause for alarm. 
It said the nation's Gross National 
Product increased at an annual rate of 
4.9 per cent during the October through 
December period, down from the 5.4 
per cent rate of increase estimated last 
month 
The main reason for the change was 
a bigger decline in business in­ 
ventories than had been expected.

—The Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board said that interest rates charged 
home buyers remained virtually stable 
in January at an effective rate for new 
homes of 9.01 per cent.

reported that its earnings in 1975 fell to 
$323 million, the lowest in eight years, 
despite a nearly 700 per cent profit in­ 
crease in the final quarter of the year. 
The nation’s second largest auto 
maker said the recessional downturn 
in the auto market sent profits down 11 
per cent from already weak 1974 
earnings of $361 million. The reduced 
return came despite record worldwide 
sales of $24 billion, a 2 per cent in­ 
crease from $23.6 billion in 1974. 
—In Congress, two senators offered 
a bill which would eliminate food 
stamps while paying an eligible family 
of four the same welfare amounts 
whether they live in New York City or 
Pleasant Grove, Ala. The measure, 
which has a long way to go before 
enactment, was introduced by Sens. 
Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., and George 
McGovern, D-S.D 
—Amtrak said it will issue Rail 
Passes which will allow passengers to 
ride as many trains as they wish for up 
to 30 days at a single fixed price. The 
passes will go on sale March 1 for an 
experimental 2Mi-month period. 
—The New York stock market had 
its biggest day of trading in history and 
resumed a rally begun at the beginning 
of the year. The Dow Jones average 
jumped 15.67 points to close at 975.76 
Thursday, with volume reaching a 
record 39.21 million shares.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Rights of 
individual privacy may be more im­ 
portant to newspaper publishers in the 
future than libel laws have been in the 
past, an attorney for the Gannett 
Newspaper chain predicts. 


Douglas McCorkindale, general 
counsel for Gannett in Rochester, 
N Y., said Thursday that some 
legislatures are now 
focusing on 
closing doors in the area of individual 
privacy while opening doors on 
meetings of public bodies. 


McCorkindale addressed the first 
general session at the Ohio Newspaper 
Association’s 43rd annual convention. 


Confrontations between newspapers 
and the courts, he said, are now 
becoming daily or weekly where they 
used to be yearly. 


In the Gannett organization alone, he 
said, the number of law suits related to 
newsroom work has doubled in the 
past five years. 


McCorkindale said a decade ago 
legal actions against newspapers 
mainly involved leading citizeas but in 
recent 
months 
have 
involved 
palmreaders, prostitutes and con­ 
victed drug and traffic violators. 
William E. Branen, president of the 
National Newspaper Association, 
suggested to the editors and publishers 
that Congress take back the postal 
service. He discussed recent postal 
rate increases for publications and 
said such actions "will end up kicking 
both the postal service and those of us 
in second class right smack in the face

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Fairly 
stable food prices for the next few 
months and a further drop in unem­ 
ployment are among the latest op­ 
timistic predictions for the economy 
by the Ford administration. 
Administration economists also 
expressed confidence that the January 
consumer price report today will show 
that inflation is continuing the slower 
pace of recent months. 
Consumer prices increased five- 
tenths of I per cent during December, 
and the administration has indicated it 
would be satisifed with a similar in­ 
crease for January. 
Wholesale prices have not increased 
at all during the past three-month 
period. 
Consumer prices rose during the 
final three-months of 1975 at an annual 
rate of 7.6 per cent, down from an ll 
per cent rate a year earlier, and the 
administration is hopeful that the over­ 
all price rise during 1976 will be less 
than 6 per cent. 
The Agriculture Department said 
Thursday that food prices should 
remain virtually stable until mid-year, 
at least. It said the retail price of 
foodstuffs should increase no more 
than I per cent during each of the first 
two quarters of the year. 
Some encouraging news for the 7.3 
million Americans who cannot find 
work came from Chairman Alan 
Greenspan of the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers. Greenspan said 
the job lay-off rate remains favorable 
and should be reflected in further 
declines in the nation's unemployment 
rate in months ahead. Unemployment 
was 7.8 per cent in January, down from 
8.3 per cent in December. 
But there also were some warnings 
that things could get worse in the 
economy later in the year unless care 
is taken. 
The Agriculture Department said it 
is unable to predict the course of food 
prices after midyear because it cannot 
be sure about 1976 crop harvests 
A serious drought in the Great Plains 
farmlands may damage the winter 
wheat harvest, and the 1976 soybean 
and com crops have not been planted 
yet 


An inflation warning also was 
sounded by Chairman Arthur Bums of 
the Federal Reserve Board. He said 
any big increase in 1976 wage settle­ 
ments, above the increases granted in 
1975, could touch off a "new explosion’’ 
of wages, costs and prices. 


Bums told the Joint Economic 
Committee that the first-year wage 
and benefit increase in 1975 contracts 
averaged around ll per cent. 


Meanwhile, 
the 
Commerce 
Departm ent said the economy’s 
performance in the last quarter of 1975 
was not quite as good as it had 
reported in a preliminary assessment, 
although the change was not con­ 
sidered significant enough to be a 
cause for alarm. 
It said the nation's Gross National 
Product increased at an annual rate of 
4.9 per cent during the October through 
December period, down from the 5.4 
per cent rate of increase estimated last 
month. 
The main reason for the change was 
a bigger decline in business in­ 
ventories than had been expected.

MANSFIELD, Ohio (AP) - A grand 
jury in Richland County Common 
Pleas Court will hear evidence Mon­ 
day in the fatal shooting of patrolman 
Michael E. Hutchinson of Mansfield. 
Charles Cotton, 32, of Mansfield has 
been bound over to the grand jury after 
a preliminary hearing on aggravated 
murder charges in connection with the 
slaying of the policeman.

Also jailed are his 
wife, Alice, 22, charged with forgery, 
obstructing justice and carrying a 
concealed weapon, and Freddie Elsby, 
19, charged with obstructing justice 
and carrying a concealed weapon.

In other economic developments: 
—The Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board said that interest rates charged 
home buyers remained virtually stable 
in January at an effective rate for new 
homes of 9.01 per cent. That has been 
the figure for four months. 
—In Detroit, Ford Motor Co. 
reported that its earnings in 1975 fell to 
$323 million, the lowest in eight years, 
despite a nearly 700 per cent profit in­ 
crease in the final quarter of the year. 
The nation’s second largest auto 
maker said the recessional downturn 
in the auto market sent profits down ll 
per cent from already weak 1974 
earnings of $361 million. The reduced 
return came despite record worldwide 
sales of $24 billion, a 2 per cent in­ 
crease from $23.6 billion in 1974. 
—In Congress, two senators offered 
a bill which would eliminate food 
stamps while paying an eligible family 
of four the same welfare amounts 
whether they live in New York City or 
Pleasant Grove, Ala. The measure, 
which has a long way to go before 
enactment, was introduced by Sens. 
Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., and George 
McGovern, D-S.D 
—Amtrak said it will issue Rail 
Passes which will allow passengers to 
ride as many trains as they wish for up 
to 30 days at a single fixed price. The 
passes will go on sale March I for an 
experimental 24-month period. 
—The New York stock market had 
its biggest day of trading in history and 
resumed a rally begun at the beginning 
of the year. The Dow Jones average 
jumped 15.67 points to close at 975.76 
Thursday, with volume reaching a 
record 39.21 million shares.
